proposed N orth A tlantic

They said the tre a ty w ould 
be signed in W ashington before 
the end of M arch. 
R epresentatives of the 
pow ers 
negotiating the pact m et w ith U. 
S. S ecretary of S tate D ean Ache- 
son in W ashington y esterd ay and 
said afte rw a rd they w ere almost 
finished w ith the task of w riting 
th e treaty. 
T h e alliance is a 20-year pledge 
th a t all signers w ill resist w ith 
m ilitary force an arm ed attack on 
an y signer, said F rederick 
Kuh, 
L ondon correspondent of the C hi­ 
cago S un-T im es. 
K uh said the d raft recognizes, 
how ever, th a t only Congress can 
com m it the U. S. to w a r by stating 
“ this trea ty shall be ratified 
by 
each of the parties in accordance 
w ith their constitutional proces­ 
ses.”

P arty , listed th ree points he said 
w ere in the treaty : 
1. Im m ediate help to any m e m ­ 
ber in case of attack. 
2. M utual aid in the prep aratio n 
of defense. 
3. Consultation if th e re 
seems 
an y danger of attack. 
E w er said it is now “ confident­ 
ly expected” the pact will be sign­ 
ed before A pril I in W ashington.

I t’s a record for speed, officials 
said today, pointing out th at the 
deadline for filing 1948 income tax 
retu rn s is still a w eek off. 
The hot prospect for a refund 
— four out of five ta x p ay e rs 
are

early re tu rn -filin g th at m ad e such 
early refunding possible.
